Regina.—With a large portion of the 
business section lying in wreckage, 
and sireet aiter Suvecec througucui ie 
southern ana central resideatias see: 
tious razed to the ground for viocKs 
in lengih, Regina is a city of rus. 

It was 6 Guiock in the aiternoun 
when the cyclone struck the city and 
in the history of ihe West, no such 
storin his cver been known. 

Coming tron tue south it dropped 
just a few blucks north of ie suulii- 
erm City limits, cutung a swath sev- 
eral streets wide. rignit down into the 
centre of the city, laying buildings 
fiat in iis wake. ‘Ine Metnodist 


and Baptist and Knox Ciurcies, all | 


magnificent structures, were the first 
of the large buildings struck. ‘he 


former Weut With a c.ash that sound. | 
ed above the howling o: tue storm and | 


the roar of the cloudburst 
companied the wind. 

The greater part of the roof was 
moved ircm the latter structure and 
the storm moved on dcross Victoria 
Square, removiug the walis and roof 
from the Y.M.C.A,, badiy wrecking 
the magnificent new public library, 
and passing thence to the Presbyter- 
jan Church, which was but little bet- 
ter off than the Methodist. 

The Y.M.C.A. was next in line. and 
half of the building was demolished 
on the instant. A few simall buildings 
were moved from their locations, 
some being carried across the street, 
and the Masonic Temple was next 
attacked and nearly razed. 

In the next block to the west, and 
one farther north, the telephone ex- 
change stood practically by itself, ex- 
cept for a few smaller buildings. Up- 
on thic the force of the storm had 
instantaneous effect, laying the build- 
ing flat, a big mass of wreckage, un- 
der which the girls were iniprisoned. 

The Massey-Harris offices and ware- 
house, standing beside the Canadian 
Pacific Railway yards were practical- 
ly demolished and of the row of grain 
elevators upon which the farmers of 
the district ure depending for the 
storage of their crop this season, but 
one remains, and that much dam- 
aged.

Reciprocity With West Indies 
Ottawa.—Hon. J. VD. Reid, acting 
minister of trade and commerce 
through arrangements with the home 
government, made public the recipro- 
cal tariff agrecment entered into lust 


April between the Canadian govern-! 


ment and a number or the islands in 
the British West Indies. Brietly the 
agreement provides for a preference 
of 20 per cent, of, the existing rates 
of duty upon a large number of art- 
icles specified in a schedule annexed, 
with a minimum preference in the 
case cf flour and sugar. Provision 
is made for taking in the Islands of 
the West Indies not parties to the 
agreement as well as Newfoundland, 
within three years from the time it 
comes into force. Any of the parties to 
the agreement may provide that the 
concessions granted shall not be ap 
plicable unless conveyed by ship di- 
rect between the two countries con- 
cerned. provision being made in this 
connection for the regulation of 
freight rates by the Canadian goyern- 
ment. The agreement is to come 
into force by proclamation after it 
has been ratified by the parties con- 
cerned, ang the secretary of stute for 
the cclonies, and may be terminated 
at the end of 10 years on a year's 
notice.

j to Boston Light and back, a distance 
of 20 miles, 

The flight was made in 20 minutes. 
Heading back into the 8-miles gusty 
wind Miss Quimby started a volplane. 
One of the gusts caught the tail of 
the end of the monoplane, throwing 
the machine up perpendicular. 

For an instant it posed there. 

Then Willard’s body was thrown 
clear of the machine, followed imme- 
diately by Miss Quimby's. Hurling 
over and over the two bodies shot 
downward, striking the water twenty 


feet from the shore, The monoplane 
plunged down 15 feet away. The 
water wis only five feet deep. Men 


from the Savin Hill Yacht Club near 
by were on the spot quickly and leap- 
ing overboard from their motorboats 
hauled the two bodies out of the mud 
into which they bad sunk deeply.

MOUNTED POLICE IN MANITOBA 


| New Territory Will be Quite as Safe 


to Live in as it Ever Was 

Ottawa.—An important arrange- 
ment for policing New Manitoba has 
come to the federal and the Manitova 
governments, 

fii briet it is that the mounted po- 
lice will continue to do duty in the 
territory added to Manitoba as they 
did when that territory was part of 
the Northwest Territories, on in other 
words, the section of the north which 
has hot yet been allotted to any pro- 
Vilice. 

Before the bill extending the bound- 
ary of Manitoba up to Hudson Bay 
the territory was policed by the troop 
ers of the plains, and just as soon us 
the new territory was added to Man- 
floba it became evident that some pro- | 
Vision would have to be made for po- 
licing. | 

The Manitoba government asked | 
the Ottawa government whether it| 
would not be willing to allow the 


mounted pcsice to continue their dut- 
jes until such time as the province 
could organize some extension of its 
present provincial police force. 

To this the Dominion was willing to 
acquiesce, but it was a question of 
terms. Those terms have now been 
arranged, and the result will be that 
until Manitoba is ready, and able, to 
take over the work of protecting the 
north country, the mounted police will 
do the work and a charge will be put}

KRUPP FIRM IS CENTURY OLD | 


Monster Celebration to be Held 
August at Essen—Kaiser to Attend 
Berlin.—In August of this year the 
famous firm of Krupp in Essen wiil 
celebrate its centenary and it goes 
Without saying that such an event 
Will nce. pass unnoticed in a country 
like tnis, a graat part of whose power 
Was built up by Krupp guns. The 
festivities indeed will be of great im- 


‘ posing and warlike character and will 


be honored by the presence of the 
Kaiser, who is an intimate friend of 
the Krupp family, members of which 


j} are said to have helped him out of 


Many financial difficulties. 


On the first day of the jubilee, the 
Kaiser will arrive from Berlin on his 


| famous special train and will be the: 


guest of the Krupp family at the Hue- 
gel Villa, a palace which in splendor 
surpasses many 

After an official reception in the 
city hall of Essen by the civie and 
ecclesiastical authorities, the Kaiser 
will confer decorations on 960 of 
Krupp employees, who have been in 
the firm's service for twenty-five 
years. 

The great event of the gathering 
will be a brilliant costume  tourna- 
ment, arranged to represent the pass- 
ing of the ancient forms of armament 
to the most modern type of death-deal- 
ing engines of war, special attention 
being given to the development of 
gunnery. 

It will be begin with a grand mill- 
tary display of the time of the Em- 
peror Maximilian I, in) which hun- 
dreds of employees of the firm, from 
Herr Krupp von Bohlen-Halback him- 
self down to the humbliest ranks, will 
take part. 

In the tournament, 250 ex-officers of 
the German army, in shining armor 
of the period, mounted on gaily ca- 
parisoned chargers, will show their 
prowess with sword and lance, while 
a hundred ladies in the costumes of 
the time will contribute to the pictur- 
esqueness of the scene. 

The display will culminate in an 
apotheosis of the might of Germany's 
‘mailec fist.’

| Text of the Lesson, 


Mark iv, 1-20, 
Mernory Verse, 20.—wuviden Text, 
Jags. 1-2i—Commentary Prepared 
| by Kee. D. M. Stearns. 

‘Jesus Went about all Galilee teach- 
ing im their synagogues, and preacas 
lug the gospel: Of tue Kiugdom, aud 
healitg ait manner of sucnuess and 
aii nauner Ol Gisease dinong Lae peo- 
pie.”

With Mim,” (Matt. iv. 28; Acts x, 33). 
The great topic of Scripture is the 
kKingauin ftoresnudowed in the aomin- 
ion over ali things granted to Adam 
and Kve aud consummuieu when the 
kingdoms of this world shail have be- 
come the kingaom of our Lord and of 
His Christ, aud he shall re igh tor ever 
jand ever (Gen, i, 26-28; Rev. xi, 15). 
| After Adan lost the dominion by lis- 
| tening to the devil, handing tie do- 
{inion over to him and thus bring- 
/ ing sin and the curse upon our race 
aud the earth, God began to reveal by 
| type and plain statement a Redeemer 
| and a redemption and a restoration of 
{all that was lost by sin. The Re- 
| deemer is first mentioned as the seed 
| of the woman, the redemption is set 
| forth in the sacrifice which provided 
the couts of skins, and the restoration 
| is seen in the cherubim (Gen. iii, 15, 
21, 24). Later it was revealed that 
the Redeemer would be the seed of 
| Abraham, having a special people on 
earth called Israel, the twelve tribes 
from the twelve sons of Jacob, and 
that through them all nations would 
be blessed. Still later it was reveal- 
ed to David that the Lord's anointed 
would proceed Him, sit upon His 
throne and reign forever, and to Him 
give all the prophets witness. Mat- 
thew’s gospel opens with a statement 
concerning Jesus Christ, the Son of 
David, the Son of Abraham, the one 
in whom all the promises would be 
fulfilled. During His public ministry 
of three or four years and also during 
the forty days between His resurrec- 
tion and ascension the kingdom was 
His one great topic, but those to 
whom He specially came despised 
and rejected Him, asked for a murder- 
er instead of Him, said, “We have no 
king but Caesar,” and cried concern- 
ing Jesus Christ, “Crucify Him, cruci- 
fy iim!” It was after they deter- 
mined to kill Him that He began to 
teach in parables as in the lesson of 
today, which is recorded also in Matt. 
xin, 1, “The same day went Jesus 
ut of the hofise and sat by the sea- 
side,” are very suggestive of the fact 
that He was about to leave the Rodis 
of Israel and gather from the sea of 
nations a special people for a special 
purpose. In Heb. ili, 5, 6, we read of 
Moses faithful in all his house as a 
servant and of Christ as a Son over 
His own house, In Matt. xxiii, 38, 39, 
Jesus said, “Behold your house is left 
unto you desolate, for I say unto you 
ye shall not see Me henceforth till ye 
shall .y, Blessed is He that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” We are 
waiting; for that “till,” or as it is in 
Luke xix, 13, “occupy till I come,” and 
in 1 Cor.*xi, 26, “Shew the Lord's. 
death till He come,” or in Ezek, xxi, 
27; Acts fil, 21, “I will overturn till 
He come whom the heavens must re- 
ceive until the times of restoration 
of all things which God hath spoken 
by the mouth of all His holy pro- 
phets.’ The kingdom is no mystery 
but one of the plainest things Teveal-_ 
ed in the Scriptures, but that the king- 
dom which was at hand should be 
| postponed and an age intervene be- 
tween its rejection and its actual 
coming was something not before re- 
vealed, and only fully revealed latef 
to Paul, us he states in Eph. iii and 
elsewhere. This age in which we 
still live is covered by the seven 
parables of Matt. xiii, the first of 
which and its explanation we have 
in our lesson in Mark today. He spoke 
the parable to the multitudes, but ex- 
plained it to His disciples when alone 
with them, saying, “Unto you it fs 
given to know the mystery of the 
kingdom of God, but unto them that 
are without all these things are done 
in parables.”

Let us, how- 
ever, note carefully that the great 
work given us is to saw diligently 
the incorruptible seed of the word of 
God (Luke viii, 11; 1 Pet.

pleasure (Jer. v, 12, R.V.; Isa. iv. 11), 
The devil is always ready to snatch 
away the the word lest people should 
believe and be saved.

Reform in Surgery 

That surgeons in recent years, in 
very recent years, have to some ex- 
tent come to the opinion that the un- 
fortunate person who may furnish 
them opportunity for the display of 
their skill in the use of saw and knife 
is himself worthy of some considera- 
tion apart from the beautiful opera- 
tion, is a matter of congratulation, 
not to the surgeons, but to ourselves 
of the laity. It has not been so 
many moons ago when a surgeon 
knife in hand, was ready to pounce 
upon a patient keen ‘to operate with- 
out considering whether the operation 
might uot be a graver source of dan- 
ger than the deceased condition it- 
self. 

There has recently developed, says 
the New York Medical Record, the 
opposite tevdency. This strives to 
counteract the unbounded = enthus- 
fasm of the technician for an immed- 
fate surgical interferance, a tendency 
to study the patient as well as his 
disease, to consider the factors of 
safety present in the individual un- 
der consjderation. and to take all pos- 
sible méans of increasing the chance 
of recovery from the operation itself 
as well as from the disease, 
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THE GRAIN COMBINE 


Past and Present 


Perseverance and determination are 
admirable qualities provided they 
are exercised in a good cause, but 
when these virtues are prostituted to 
minister to selfishness they are dan- 
gerous to thacommonwealth and must 
be resisted with equal perseverance 
and determination. 

This is the situation in Northwest- 
ern Canada today. On one hand 
stands a thoroughly united band of 
grain dealers, and on the other hand 
there are the farmers, the producers 
of the country. ‘ihe grain men are 
using every means in their power to 
exploit the farmers. 

The history of the grain trade in 
the West is one of a continual strug: 
gle by the grain producers for fair 
treatment at the hands of the grain 
dealers. The struggle dates back‘to 
the early eighties when the first frost- 
ed grain was put on the market. The 
grain men refused to buy the dam- 
aged wheat and caused much suf- 
fering all through the southern parts 
of Manitoba. Not only farmers, but 
merchants as well were brought to 
the brink of bankruptcy. The grain 
men at that time sought to reduce 
the price of wheat to the lowest 
level. Then the farmers met and 
made arrangements to ship their own 
grain to the Eastern dealers. The 
C.P.R. aided them by arranging to 
have the grain shipped through to 
Sarnia where it was disposed of. As 
a result every bushel offered was sold 
at fair prices. As soon as the west- 
ern grain dealers saw that the farm- 
ers had found a way to dispose of 
their crop, they were quite willing to 
get into the market too. 

This is a fair sample of the tactics 
of the grain men. They are deter- 
mined to control the grain trade of 
the West. Their latest scheme is 
the sample market. Should they get 
that, they will again control the sale 
of wheat. 

A sample market in Winnipeg is 
asked for, As a justification, the 
sample market in Minneapolis is quot- 
ed. But the conditions are not the 
same in these two places. In the 
first place, there are a great many 
more railways running into Minnea- 
polis than into Winnipeg, therefore 
the work of re-shipping the cars 
after the grain is sold is 
spread among more companies and 
consequent'y the cars are moved more 
quickly. Then, owing to the big 
mills located in Minneapolis, over 
seventy per cent of the: wheat -re- 
ceived in that city is milled there. 
while not more than four per cent of 
the wheat taken into Winnipeg is 
milled at that point, and the remain- 
der is shipped on., 

Another claim made in favor of a 
sample market is that the farmers 
will receive a better price for their 
grain. The plea put forth is that 
a carload of grain that would just 
miss grading No. 1, has under the pre- 
sent system to be graded No. 2. 
whereas if a samole market were in 
effect, that carload of grain’ would 
bring one or two cents per bychel 
over the price of No. 2, and by mi«'ing 
it with a carload t'ot was a little over 
No. 3 would make two carloads of No. 


SHEEP EAT RABBITS 


One of the Most Remarkable Changes 
of Diet on Record 

One of the most remarkable 
changes of diet on record was that of 
the keu, or mountain parrot of New 
Zealand. Originally a vegetarian, it 
suddenly took to killing sheep and 
lambs, devouring certain tit-bits to 
which it had taken a liking and leav- 
ing the rest of the carcase untouched. 
Owing to these ravages the flock-own- 
ers and the Government have been 
waging a war of extermination 
against the keas that are interfering 
with the human liking for fleshy food. 

Even the sheep at the Antipodes 
have “developed the carniverous hab- 
it,” as a Melbourne paper puts it. 
They have taken to attacking and eat- 
ing each other as well as rabbits, 
which are still very numerous in Aus- 
tralia in spite of the prodigious 
quantities of them that are every year 
trapped, tinned and exported. So 
far the phenomenon of the carniver- 
ous sheep has not been noticed out- 
side the southern district of New 
South Wales, but the news will doubt- 
lelss soon spread. One paper thinks 
it possible that Australia may evolve 
a “wild man-eating merino” that will 
. provide’ good sport for big-game hunt- 
But experience proves its fallacy.| ers. 
We had grain mixing practised openly 
for years. but no one except the grain 
dealer gained by it. A samole 
market would kill competition as the 
men who opefite it are the same 
men who every day until recently. 
named the price to be naid for wheat 
at every buying point in the Western 
provinces, and by an agreement 
amongst themselves would name the 
price to be paid on the sample mark- 
et. You cannot expect to gather 
frabes from thorns or figs from this- 

es. 

There is at present a grain board 
that, meets every fall and decides on 
the grades. If they do their duty 
properly there is no need whatever 
for mixing. and at any rate experience 
has taught that the farmers would 
never obtain the benefit of the mixing. 

Another important fact is that the 
aixing of grain will certainly result 
in lowering the standard of Western 
Canadian wheat in Great Britain, who 
is our chief buyer. 

We notice in the daily papers the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, at 
Ottawa, has given notice of the in- 
tention of the government to estab- 
lish sample markets before the crop 
of 1913 ia put on the markets. There 
{a therefore no time to be lost by 
Weatern farmers and others interest- 
ed in fair play being given to them. 
in taking steps to prevent the grain 
trade being handed over tc men who 
have proven themselves utterly un- 
worthy of confidence.
